
Congress raises debt limit, heads for home

WASHINGTON - Congress late 
Friday passed a short-term increase 
.in.the. government's debt limit and 
recessed for the summer, leaving un- 
finished a permanent debt bill carry- 
ing a plan to cut the nation’s huge 
budget deficits. 

The Senate, by a vote of 61 to 39, 
followed the House in passing a bill 
increasing the Treasury's twrrow- 
ing to $2.35 ^lion through Sept. 
23. The House action was by voice 
vote. 


The stopgap bill was needed be- 
couso a previous interim debt mco- 
suro expired at' 10:01 -p.m. MDT 
Thursday. Stripped of its borrowing 
au^ority. the Treasury suspended 
sales of U.S. savings bonds and the' 
government faced default by mid- 
August. . 

President Reagan was expected 
to sign tho bill quickly and return 
Treasury operations to normal. 

Passage of the short-term debt 
bill came after House ond Senate ne- 
gotiators failed in a wcck-long 
flurry of talks to reach agreement 


on a long-term debt bill containing a 
plan to restore strength to 
Gramm-Rudmon budget-balancing 
law. 

However, the limited duration of 
the debt bill rheont' that pressuro 
would return in September to finish 
tho legislation. 

Son. Phil Gramm, R-Tcxos. o 
prime spwnsor of the original law 
and the plan to revive it, pressed 
his cause until tho last minute but- 
his colleagues succumbed to whot 
one senator called "the siren song" 
of their month-long summer recess. 


"We ore losing today our best op- 
portuni^ to fix the Gmmm-Rud- 
mon low.” ho said. 

Tho Senate recessed at 7:37 p.m. 
MDT, and the House followed suit 
ot'ateutSp.m. 

But even os Congress was fleeing 
tho corridors moistened by Washing- 
ton’s steamy summer, tho House ne- 
gotiotors held another meeting. 
They rejected the argument that 
failure to finish before recess was fa- 
tal la the cfTort. 

"1 think o substantial amount of 
progmss has been made, and will 


survive until after the recess," soid 
House Majority Lender Thomos S. 
Foley. D-Wosh. 

House Woys and Means Commit- 
tee Chairman Dan Rostenkowski, 
D-IU., said ho woe noiling down 
areas of possible compromise' so 
tbot when lawmakers returned 
after Labor Day, they wouldn't have 
to "start from scratch." 

Both chambers had previously 
voted in fnvor of the $2.8 trillion 
debt bill to finance tho govem- 
mont’s dofidt operations into 1969. 
But it was stalled because of negoti- 


ations over the amendment restor- 
ing automotie spending cuts as tho 
enforcement tool for Gramm-Rud- 
man’s program of gradually smaller 
dcfidts. 

On Friday, House Democrats 
proposed, and some senators . 
ogreed, to renew the law for o three- , 
year triol period, leaving it to a fu- 
ture Congress to decide whether to 
enforce tho budget-bolaneing pro- 
gram teyond that. Democrats view 
strict defidt targets os a way to 
force President Reagan to negotiate

Presidents sign 11 -point peace accord

GUATEMALA CITV —The pre- 
sidents of five Central American na- 
tions signed an ll-point agreement 
Friday designed to bring pcoco to 
tho repon but left details of its im- 
plementation to be worked out by 
their foreign ministers.

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State George Shult/’said Friday tho 
Reogan administration has no inten- 
tion of becoming involved in a shoot- 
-ing war. with-Iran.ond. doesn't in- 
tend to invoke the War Powers Act 
to give legol standing to its naval 
presence m the Persion Gulf. 

Shultz* told a Senote Appropria- 
tions subcommittee that U.S. war- 
ships aro escorting rciloggcd Ku- 
woiti tankers through tho gulf to os- 
sure the ft«o fiow of oil to the West 
and "to make sure that states that 
ore iricndly to ua ore not intimi- 
dpted by Iran," which is at war with- 
Iraq. 

"Wo don't hovo ony intention of 
'getting into that wbr,” Shultz said. 

Shultz also said the administra- 
tion had begun work on a U.N. rcso- 
lution_^at -would, imposo.dn arms 
embargo ogainst'eltherTriih'oritriiq 
if they refused to heed tho ccasc-fire 
called for in a U.N. Security Council 


resolution adopted last month. He 
said the United States hopes Japan , 
and other U.S. allies would help win 
the support of countries like China 
and tho Soviet Union for the arms 
ban-

Gostof boariding^ wiirF alls prisoners exceeds $11 9;QQQ

TWIN' FALLS — The cost of boarding 
Twin Falls County inmates in other jails 
hit another high in June, pushing tho total 
for the year so for to more than $119,000, 

says Sheriff Jim Munn. 

Including the $19,399 expenditure for 
Juno, more than $119,000 has been aj^nt 
on transphrtotion and boarding coats dur- 
ing the first six months of tho year. 

Tho bills for July.-which have not yet all 
arrived, may bo even higher because more 
inmates were housed out of tho county than 

the month before, Munn says. 


-The money' spent on transporting and 
boarding, county inmates in other jails dur- 
ing June this year was almost twice as 
much as Twin Falls County spent in Juno 
1986 for similar costa. 


Twin Falls Coun^ averaged d total of 60. 
inmates a day during Juno. Ah dvorago of 
26 inmates o day wore boarded out of tho 
county, Munn soys. 


During July, an average of 64 inmates a 
doy wore jailed. On tho average, 37 in- 
mates a day wore transported out of the 
county. That means the sberiffs deport- 
ment was sending out more people than it 
was housing in jthe county jail, located on 
tho fourth floor of the Couj^ouse.

Without the t^at of cuts, 
deficits have remained well above 
the targets.

Property-tax levy to fund pool facelift

JEROME — In presenting its pro- 
posed budget for the 1988 fiscal 
year, the Jerome City Council Tues-

The budget, for the fiscal year

boost since the 1986 fiscal year.

Mid-Slimmer layoffs push up unemployment rates in valley

TWIN FAXiLS — Unemployment ratea iti the Magic 
Volley and in Idaho took short swings upward during 
July as form and food processing workers left jobs duo 
to r^d-Bummerlayoffs^^ 

The rise ended a four-month decline for Idaho’s job- 
less iste and pulled the Magic Valley’s rate up from a 
half-decade low. _ 

The scdsonally adjusted rate for Twin Falls, Gooding 
ond Jerome counties landed at 6.6 percent. The 
statewide statistic was lower at 6.3 percent. Both were 
below the nation’s decade low of 6 percent. 

Like many areas in Southern Idaho, the Magic Val- 
ley was affected by food processing layoffs. Fresh ond 
frozen pbtato plants shut down for mainteiianco after 


finishing the 1966 crop and. arc duo to gear up again 
this month. 

- Some farm labor also left fields earlier than usual, 
said Lon McDonald, labor analyst for the Idaho Depart- 
ment- of Employment:-“Early"crop" maturing has 
speeded up many form activities and harvest employ- 
ment this year ahould be several weeks ahead of a nor- 
mal year.

American companies, while dominating tho 
world market for supercomputers, have been 
able to sell only o handful of the machines to Jop- 
oneso businesses and have never sold one to the 
Joponese government or to universities or other 
institutions there.

A k-- 
bar Mohtashemi was quoted os say- 
ing that the responsibility for the vi- 
olence in Mecca “is entirely 
America's, and wo will take revenge 
directly on America;" 

_ The Iranians contend that 600 
Iranian pilgrims were shot and 
killed by Saudi police in tho vio- 


lence in Mecca. The Saudis say that 
DO shots were fired but 402 people, 
including 275 Iranians, 'we» killed 
when Iranian demonstrators at- 
tacked Saudi security forces and 
started o stampede among tho mil- 
lion or more pilgrims.

West exited with 
his club king to South’s ace and the 
game- hiaged on picking up the 
trumps white avoiding the loss' of a 
club trick. 

South cashed his trump ace and 
led his low diamond to dummy’s 
Jack to' finesse successfully In 
trumps. However, the good news In 
trumps was offoet by bad news In di- 
amonds. ^(ben Elak discarded on 
the king of diamonds. South could 
not affr^ to overtake in diamonds, 
and the defenders collected one 
more trick In clubs to net one down. 

“I could have made the hand bad I 
allowed for the 4-1 diamond break," 
admitted Soutb. “After cashing the 
trump ace, I should have entered 
dummy by overtaking my diamond 
king with dummy’s ace. After suc-
